LONDON, June 21.—The House 
of Commons, ending a secret ses- 
sion on home defence, prepared 
today to hold another next week 
on the vital supply problem. It 
was expected that the session 
would be held Thursday and that 
the entire situation as regards 
aircraft, tank and general army 
equipment would be debated 
frankly, 

So secret was yesterday's session 
that the only word which came 
from it officially was: “The ad- 
journment of the House was mov- 
ed and a debate took place on home|

defence and other matters.” 

But in its implications the de- 
bate was one of the most import- 
ant ever held in the 600-odd years 
of parliamentary history. 

For two nights before the debate 
the German air force had bombed 
a wide area of England and had 
extended its raids into Wales and 
a part of Scotland. 

The whole country awaited a 
German attempt at invasion, in the 
belief that there was going to be 
a merciless fight, the first on British 
soil against an invader since 1066, 
with Britain's life at stake, 

For that reason, the supply debate 
was expected to be of the greatest 
importance, particularly as regards 
airplanes and tanks, which now 
may be needed for home defense. 


There was speculation whether 
at last night's debate the question 
of eliminating Neville Chamber- 
lain and other “appeasers” from 
the cabinet was raised by men 
who think that a ministrial house 
cleaning is necessary to put the 
country at the peak of efficiency 
and vigor, |

President Roosevelt has taken the un- 
precedented step of forming a coalition 
cabinet, calling two front rank Republi- 
cans to take charge of the military 
branches. Hon. Henry Stimson, who held 
the post when his party was in power, be- 
comes again Secretary for war. Col. Frank 
Knox, publisher of the Chicago Daily 
News, becomes Secretary for the navy. 
Both are emphatically pro-Ally, which 
may be a coincidence, or may be some- 
thing else. 

Obviously the President aims to put 
the united strength of both the great 
parties behind his preparedness program. 
To read any further meaning into the un- 
usual development would be unwarranted 
without a direct announcement, however - 
ardently it may be hoped in Allied coun- 
tries that it means active participation 
with them in the life and death battle for 
the rights of democracies te live. 

At the minimum, the sigrfificance of 
the move is that the President and out- 
standing men in the traditionally oppos- 
ing party have sensed the reality of the 
peril in which the United States and all 
other free countries now stand, and do not 
intend to be caught napping as British and 
French statesmen were.

The ceremonial opening of the Jasper- 
Banff highway is off the program. It was | 
scheduled for Dominion Day, but the 
tourists wouldn't wait.

The Battle of France 


The news from France in these last 
days has been a story of tragedy and hero- 
ism. Its army, broken into four sections, 
has been fighting with hopeless valor 
while it wafted to learn the terms demand- 
ed by its assailants. It has been guerrilla 
warfare on a magnified scale, no other 
kind being possible. If France was going 
down and out its army was going down 
fighting. If it had to die, it was dying 
hard and demanding a heavy price for its 
life. 

Betrayed by Leopold, perhaps also by 
Corap, the French army had to fall back 
when every backward step meant extend- 
ing its line and throwing reserve troops 
into the fight. Through its thinly-held 
line the Nazi juggernauts crashed their 
way, with hordes of superbly equipped in- 
fantry behind them, while clouds of air- 
planes rained death on the retreating 
ranks. ; 

The Battle of France has been a long- 
drawn disaster, but it was a battle all the 
way. The enemy forces know they have 
been in a fight. The other democracies 
have been given added weeks in which to 
prepare, thanks to France, and from its 
suffering they may know what awaits 
them if they do not smash Hitlerism. 

France has put the free nations in debt 
which they can only discharge by restor- 
ing it to full sovereignty and territorial 
rights. That duty they must regard as 
sacred. 


Canadian troops have been landed in 
Iceland, to reinforce the British garrison 
sent to hold that territory of the Dan- 
ish crown. Colonel Lindbergh will natur- 
ally, and quite correctly, see in this a 
measure of disbelief in his claim that Hit- 
ler has no designs upon this continent.

Don't Waste Time 


Recrimination is utterly futile, ever harm- 
ful. 

Mr. Churchill said this in parliament today 
in London and we repeat it in Vancouver, 

We know now that our leaders were asleep 
these years back, when they should have been 
awake. But the blame attaches to all of us, to a 
degree at least. We liked our old way of living. 
We refused to be disturbed. 

As a Frenchman said today: “We mingled 
work and laughter, while others were doing 
nothing but train their sons to fight.” 

Today, we have been jolted into painful 
awareness of the menace upon us. There is no 
time to waste in talking about past errors, no 
matter how vast their cost. There is just one 
question today that counts. What we do from 
now on? 

Let us quit talking about how we got into 
this mess, about who got us into it. The prob- 
lem is how to get out. In the picturesque 
language of Mr. Churchill, “if we open a quarrel 
between the past and the present, we shall find 
we have lost the future.”"—Vancouver Sun. 


One Thing to Do 


The great thing is that now the first instinct 
of the British people, beginning with their 
leader, is somehow to stand up and meet the 
blow, to find a way to retrieve the disaster, to 
waste no time or energy in a vain inquest of 
mistakes made, to make excuses or to seek & 
scapegoat. 

This is a lesson for us all and one that we 
had better learn, each for himself, in all the 
dark and dangerous time that lies ahead. There 
have been terrible mistakes, in Britain, in 
France, here in Canada, in the United States, 
and our leaders have been involved in the mak- 
ing of them. And we ourselves, because we are 
self-governing nations, have been parties to 
these mistakes. 

There is no virtue and no help in any 
upbraiding or reproach. The morale of the 
people who are left to meet what else is to come 
is the product of our spirit now. It is defeatism 
and despair to say anything that might infect 
our neighbor with the spirit of despair, 

One thing that we can do, each in his own 
place, is to sustain by our own demeanor the 
courage of the people among whom we live. We 
can learn by our mistakes. We can learn by 
taking some of the blame to ourselves. We have 
to fight now, not to wring our hands.—Van- 
couver Province.
